BROKEN LEG IS PATCHED LIKE 
CLEAT I$ PLACED ON A BOARD 


Doctors Set Bone, Then Screw 
Steel Plate Over Fracture— 
Patient Is Doing Well. 


Joseph Macaroni’s broken leg has been 
set into position at the City Hospital 
just as a broken board is reinforced 
with a cleat, by means of a new device 
known as Lane’s plate, which takes its 
name from the famous London surgeon 
who invented it. . 

Lane’s plate is of finest steel, and is 
three inches long and half an inch wide. 
At each end are three screw holes. 

Macaroni’s leg was broken four incnes 
above the ankle in a fall from his wag- 
on several days ago. City Hospital sur- 
geons laid back the flesh over the frac- 
ture, set the bone into its proper posi- 
tion, laid the steel plate across the 
preak—parallel with the length of the 
bore—and screwed it on. Then they put 
back the flesh and sewed it into place. 

The wound has healed, and the‘ pa- 
tient is doing well. The doctors believe 
he will suffer little inconvenience from 
the broken limb. His is the first case in 
which Lane’s plate has been used at the 
hospital. He is 40 years old and lives at 
5148 Daggett avenue.

|BOES IN BANKRUPTCY WHEN HE 


HEARS HE'S ELECTED TO HOUSE 


‘Benjamin Focht of Pennsylvania 
Says Depreciation of Stocks, 


Causes Action. 


SCRANTON, Pa. Nov, 10.—Ben- 
jamin J. Focht, congressman from 
the Seventeenth District 6f Pennsyl- 
vania, filled a voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy in the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday after learning 
of his re-election. His liabilities ap- 
proximate $275,000 and his assets 
about $175,000, consisting of real es- 
tate, bonds and stocks, the latter 
largely depreciated. He did not claim 
the exemption allowed by law.

OF BALLOTS HERE} 


Shannon, Dockery and Ruck- 
er Decide to Ask Next 
Legislature to Act. 





MYSTERY IN. FIGURES 


Of Expected 160,000 Ballots 
Only 143,708 Were Cast 
on. Prohibition. 


A decision to ask a recount of the bal- 
lots in St. Louis by the Legislature, 
which will be Democratic, was reached 
in St. Louis Thursday at a conference 
attended by Chairman Joseph B. Shan- 
noh of the State Committee, former 
Gov. Alexander M. Dockery and B. H. 
Rucker, chairman of the Executive 
Committee of the State Committee. 

Dockery and Shannon stated positive- 
ly Thursday that the recount would be 
made. Both declared their belief there 
was fraud committed in St. Louis 
against the Democratic ticket. 


Attitude in the Country. 

“T know the attitude of the country 
Democrats,” said Dockery. “They will 
insist on an investigation of the vote. I 
have talked with a number of newly 
elected members of the Legislature, and 
all urged that this St. Louis vote be 
gone into. 

‘If the Republicans won honestly in 
St. Louis, I am sure every Democrat 
will be satisfied. The Republicans cer- 
tainly canhot object to an investigation. 

“There were nearly 30,000 votes on 
the registration books which are not 
accounted for in the returns. We do 
not believe all these voters remained 
away from the polis if they were 
honestly on the books. If there wére 
some who were there dishonestly, 
who knows how many were voted? 
Then again on the prohibition amend 
ment nearly 10,000 more votes ap- 
pear to have been cast than for. any 
office. What became of those bal- 
lots? It is certain in the minds of 
Democrats that it is not a natural 
situation. 

“Prohibition received less than 8000 
votes in St. Louis. That seems a re- 
markable situation in a city the size 
of St. Louis. Were all the votes 
in the boxes counted?” 


Discussed by Politicians. 

What became of about 15,000 expected 
votes was the problem which S8t. Louis 
politicians discussed Thursday, with the 
completa unofficial returns of Tuesday's 
city election at hand. 

The registration was 170,693. The elec- 
tion commissioners estimated before the 
election that not less than 160,000 votes 
would be cast.

ASHAMED Srctitincsics 


He Declares Ministers Were 
Influenced by Moneybags 
of the Opposition. 


Four leading St. Louis pastors, the 
Rev. Drs. Williamson, Niccolls, Cannon 
and Mills, were mentioned by name in 
a scolding which Myron A. Waterman 
administered to clergymen for failure 
to take an active part in the late pro- 


hibition campaign. After attacking the 
four in a speech at the prohibition head- 
quarters, 1106 Pine street, Waterman 
added that he desired to include the 
name of the Rev. Dr. A. H. Jorian. 

Waterman commented with especia! 
severity on the attitude of Drs. Mills 
and vordan, saying he did so because 
he was a member of their denomination, 
the Congregational. Dr. Jordan is the 
son-in-law of W. K. Bixby, one of the 
executive body of the Citizens’ Defense 
Committee. 

Waterman, a retired Kansas banker, 
was one of the leaders of the campaign 
for the tenth amendment in St. Louis. 
In reviewing the campaign before his 
fellow-workers, he said: 

Ashamed of Churches. 

“I am ashamed of the churches of 
this city. The responsibility for the de- 
feat of the amendment is at their door. 

“I have more regard for Mr. Meeker, 
who openly opposed prohibition, than I 
have for Williamson, Niccolls, Cannon 
or Mills. I. know why their mouths 
were closed. It was because of the wet 
moneybags in their churches. The church 
should be purged, as Christ purged the 
temple of the money changers. This is 
no place and no time for harmony and 
brotherly love. It is a case for the big 
stick. 

“The preachers who have beeri on the 
fence in this campaign explained their 
attitude by saying the question was a 
political one. The politicians who were 
trying. to avoid the same question said 
it was a moral one. And there you are: 
The politicians had the better excuse of 
the two. If this fight is ever won, it is 
the churches that will have to win it.’’ 

The pastors attacked by Waterman 


all declined to make any statement, 


saying in various ways that they did 
not consider his“ remarks worthy of a 


reply. ot

Tariff Is Stumbling Block. 

“The one great question which has 
proved a stumbling block to all parties 
is the tariff. If we go to pieces on any 
rock we shall go to pieces there. But, 
with a firm, clear-sighted man in the 
speakership, such as we believe Champ 
Clark will show himself to be, and a 
sure-footed courageous and conscien- 
tious Ways and Means Committee, a 
measure of revenue reform may be con- 
structed on which we may go to the 
country united and confident. 

“But we have had nearly 50 years of a 
protective tariff. Hundreds of millions 
of money have been invested and are 
yet embarked upon the faith of this. 
Hundreds of thousands of people look to 
it for their prosperity and support. It 
cannot be precipitately withdrawn. If 
we are to change our policy from a 
protective system to a revenue system, 
it must be done so gradually and with 
such regard for the business of the 
country which stands greatly in need 
of rest, as that the final transition shall 
be as the: passing from one season to 
another, every interest warned before- 
hand and: fully prepared. 

“There can be, and there must be, a 
tariff bill prepared by the coming Ways 
and Means Committee, which shall 
scale the process of reduction through 
a term of years, stripping the present 
tariff, complicated for the ‘purpose of 
confusion of its surplusage and elimi- 
nating both the mystifications and the 
local features which the cowardly and 
the weak have hitherto relied on to 
stand between themselves and their ac- 
countability at home. 

Universal Pretest of Masses. 

“Happily the situation is decisive. The 
vote of Tuesday was national and per- 
vasive. It shows no geographic limita- 
tion. It is a universal protest of the 
masses against partisan interest, extor- 
tion and broken promise. It is a vote 
ef censure upon a most well-intentioned 
administration and a patriotic Presi- 
dent, who were better chief justice than 
chief magistrate. 

“It is something more than a threat 
of dismissal of a party oligarchy which 
has grown reckless of power, its lead- 
ers thinking they held the world in a 
sling. It shows that after all, when 
fairly aroused, that the people do rule, 
and that God still reigns, and that the 
government of our fathers—of the Con- 
stitution and the law, the established 
order of the Congress, the court and the 
executive—yet lives, and is to continue 
to live, at Washington.”

Assistant United 
States District Attorney Hulburt, who 
prosecuted Me case, told the court that 
ah analysis of the product showed that 
it did not and perhaps could not contain 
the necessary elements to bear out the 
statement on the label.

Even 
‘Three Weeks,’ which we saw Monday 
night at the Imperia; bv mistake, is 
worse, although it is not bad enough to 
warrant police interference. _ 
“It’s this way. “The Girl in the Taxi’ 
is the story of a guy and his old man 
who met in’a cafe, and then the funny 
situations begin. I nearly split my 
sides laughing. Funny show. That old 
fellow and his son get into more comicai 
situations that you can imagine. But I 
didn’t see anything immoral about it. 
“The play has a Parisian atmosphere, 
and is full of ginger, and I wouldn’t 
say that it is the thing for a church 
festival. But there is nothing, te my 
mind, suggestive or indecent about it. 
It’s funny enough to make a horse 
laugh. When the old man, with a girl 
on each arm, goes into the restaurant 
and runs on his son and his nephew, 
it's the most comical situation I ever 
saw.

rested well throughout the night. Mar- 
tin ended his own life after shooting 
the doctor. 

‘Martin’ did not understandhis case. 
I was doing everything in.my,/ power 
to cure his ailment. I am sorry he is 
dead,”’ said Dr. Holinger after ns 
ing consciousness. 

Dr. Holinger, a brotheg, of the Swiss 
consul in Chicago, further declared that 
Martin was a charity patient and would 
have died had he not operated on him. 

After the second operation it was 
found necessary by the physician to in- 
sert a glass tube in the. throat of the 
patient through which he breathed. 
Since that téme Martin had been under 
the impression that Dr. Holinger was 
keeping the tube in his throat as an ex- 
periment. 

Martin told his wife and his father, 
who lives in Kansas City, Mo., that Dr. 
Hiolinger was experimenting on him and 
threatened to get even, they declare. 
Martin talked the matter over with his 
father when he went to visit him last 
month. From the state of mind the 
young man was in it was evident that 
he intended to take the life of the 
physician. 

“T'll get even, father,” said Martin, 
according to his father. He first con- 
sulted an attorney and asked if he could 
not bring suit against Dr. Holinger for 
keeping a tube in his throat since last 
|Eebruary. The man was advised to go 
home, but instead armed himself with a 
revolver and went to Dr. Holinger’s of- 
fice.

The decision is yery interesting and will, doubt- 
less, cause widespread astonishment. : 

The Sunday blue laws are usually regarded as 
dead letters. Now and then-Sabbatarians or per- 
sons interested in closing certain shops on Sun- 
day, make an effgrt: to.enforce them, but the ef- 
forts are spasmodic and in the end futile. Sunday 
sports and amusements. have withstédod all as- 


saults and under the exception of work of neces-, 
' gity and mercy, business activities that necessarily 


fall on Sunday have been undisturbed by the 
courts. : 

When Folk as Governor enforced the Sunday 
law against dramshops We was careful to explain 
that he was enforcing the dramshop not the 
blue law. He disclaimed any intention of en- 
forcing the Sunday laws and declared that they 
were “dead letters” and had been rendered prac- 


tically inoperative by court decisions. ' 


’ Judge Johnson’s decision resurrects the “dead- 
letter” laws, and revives the Puritan Sunday. If 
his decision stands all contracts involving Sunday 
labor are void. But the final word has not been 
spoken on the point. It is not» probable that the 
Sunday laws will stand or that they will be per- 
mitted to destroy so valuable a medium of .enter- 
tainment, education and progress as the Sunday 
newspaper. Not only is popular sentiment over- 
whelmingly against the Sunday blue laws, but it 
is overwhelmingly against the elimination of the 
Sunday newspaper. That has come to stay. The 
blue laws are contrary to the spirit of the age. 
The Puritan Sunday is intolerable to enlightened 
civilization. 

But this decision and occasional disturbing at~ 
tempts. to revive the Sunday laws emphasize the 
folly of retaining “dead letters” in the, statute 
books. The growth of the recognition of the 
necessity of one-day-in-the-week cessation of work 
for individual toilers; the progress in the diminu- 
tion of working hours for all workers, is accom- 
panied by an advance in popular sentiment in 
favor of increasing freedom in the mode of spend- 

ing the weekly holiday. There is an insistent-and 
wise demand for individual liberty to contribute 
tothe wholesome needs of the people and to in- 
dulge in healthful and helpful recreations on the 
Sunday holiday. 
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- Despite the ardent support accorded it -by its 
promoters, the “outer park” scheme was badly or 
sadly “beaten.

It contains many learned and able 
men who devote their lives unselfishly to the 
amelioration of human misery; but.a great num- 
ber of them are afflicted th an incurable itch 
for office, andicould not tell what was the matter 
with a suffering mortal were he transparent as 
glass and lit up by electricity. They claim to 
be authority and ‘declare they know vaccination Is 
a prevention of smallpox. You know, do you? 
Know what? And who told you? Why the man in 
whose mighty intellect was stored the. world’s 
wisdom, whose words. have come down to us 
from the distant past as oracles, o’ershadowing 
even Solomon and Shakspeare, wasn’t quite sure 
of his own existence. The wisest is he that knows 
only that he knows nothing. We—you and I—are 
only troubled with morbid little ideas, sired by 
circumstance and damned by folly. Omniscient 
God only knows. The supreme test of a charitable 
mind is toleration for the opinions of others—an 
admission that perchance we do not know it quite 
all. 

Dr. L. C. McElwee, the physician attending this 
case, does not approve of vaccination, and says 
he does not think it will prevent cowpox; many 
thousands in our city are of the same mind; 
then why should a rule which is not a law com- 
pel a child to either walk peacefully to the 
slaughter or be deprived of attending school? 

Vaccination cannot withstand the light of logic, 
the lessons of experience, nor the crucible of the 
commonest kind of common sense. You say 
this is but one instance; one instance will suf- 
fice (though scores might be cited.) Im this case 
the boy may be the martyr, the physician the 
hero because he dares take issue with those who 
hold to old mossback theories of past decades.

Consumers Oan Organize. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Now that the election is over and many im- 
portant questions are entrusted for settlement to 
a Congress which will not meet, probably, for 
over a year, one serious problem still remains 
and will continue with us. That is the high cost 
of living. And on this subject I wish to offer a 
suggestion which I believe practical and would 
tend to ease the prevailing hard conditions. Just 
a word in retrospect. A generation back the 
family vegetable and fruit supplies were obtained 
at markets to which the farmer and gardener 
brought their products. This meant there was 
no gap between the producer and the consumer. 
Today two profits intervene—those of the com- 
mission man.and the huckster or neighborhood 
shop. Oftentimes a farmer on the outskirts of 
the city receives but 7 ognts per dozen for sweet 
corn, while the resident within the city pays 20 
cents. ‘ 

We cannot go back to the old-time custom of 
buying from the farmer at a market, but we can 
accomplish the same end by another means. Com- 
] bination and co-operation are the approved slo- 
gans in all enterprises today. -Let a hundred—or, 
better, five_hundred; or, better still, a thousand— 
nousewiv al organize to purchase vegetables and 
fruit in a body directly from the producer. Call 
a meeting Of housewives where organization can 
be perfected. I will not take the space to go into 
details, but am prepared to outline them if de- 
sired. It is obvious that easily one-third, possibly 
one-half, of the present cost of these necessities 
of life would be savedto the individual consum- 
ers, even after figuring the cost of management, 
warehouse and delivery service. G, LEWIS.

\Durant, in emulation of 
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FOUNDER OF THE RED CROSS. 
From the Indianapolis News. 

There died a few days ago in 
Switzerland an old man, well off in 
worldly goods, who had been a rich 
man early’ in life and then a pauper. 
But his greaetest riches were of the 
kind that we all might seek—a long 
Nfe devoted ta a noble purpose. He 
was Jean Henri Durant, the man 
who founded the Red Cross. He was 
the author of a small book, “Un 
Souvenir de Solferino,” which he pub- 
lished after the battle of Sglferino. 
In it he poured out his heart, torn 
and wounded as it was by the sights 
he saw at that conflict. It was this 
book that set the powers of earth 
to thinking seriously of the carnage 
of war, and that resulted in the for- 
mation of the Red Cross Society. The 
idea had come from Florence Night- 
ingale’s work in the Crimea, 

Durant was Swiss by birth, the son 
of Huguenot parents who had fled 
from France ta, avoid persecution. 
The family was well to do and active 
in public works. Early, the boy (who 
was born in 1828), took interest in 
schemes for the good of his fellow- 
men. He tried to establish an in- 
ternational society of samaritans. and 
failed. He traveled much in Burope 
and wrote monographs ‘of conditions: 
wrote also a book about slavery: in 
our own country. When the French 
undertook the -Italian campaign 
against the Austrians to free Italy, 
Florence 
Nightingale, organized a small body 
of surgeons and. nurses and went to 
the front. At the battle of Solferino 
(1859) his corps was simply over- 
whelmed with the awful conditions. 
The result to Durant was such that 
he wrote his book tn which the hor- 
rors lost nothing by repetition. His 
idea, however, was practical. He 
wanted to make noncombatants of 
the wounded and their helpers, | 

Immediately after the war, Napo- 
leon III granted him an audience to 
explain. his novel proposition. He 
then undertook a journ of the 
courts of Europe for the me pur- 
pose, He was greeted with derision 
chiefly, though some listened will- 
ingly to his dream. After all it was 
a local organization of Geneva—the 
society of public utility—that finally 
took up and developed Mr. Durant's 
idea. 

Today there are 40, signatories to 
that agreement. Durant had a place 
of honor in the new society, but he 
found that his fortune had been used 
in carrying his labors to this point.
